' possible, to™evive the very useful prac- 
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tise and their efforts were warmly sec- 
onded by the students and barristers and 
by the masters of the bench. 
was the Grays Inn Moot Society. Among 
the famous men who have figured 
counsel at the Gravs inn moots is Lord 
Haldane.
